He even made 
Burgess Meredith, of Scotch-Irish an- 
cestry, look like a full-blooded Navajo!

is able to use it, the fancy improvements 
cave in! There is Susan Trustman, 
making her motion picture debut as El- 
vis’ pretty sister, whose impending mar- 
riage he comes close to ruining with his 
well-intentioned but catastrophic mis- 
deeds.

in Hollywood with more right to ask 
special favors while making a film. 

“Elvis is well aware that life is a 
team effort,” the producer continued,

he went into the Army, he went as part 
of a team—as a truck driver—and re- 
fused special consideration of any sort. 

“As a world-famous personality, El- 
vis is fully aware of his particular 
status and I’m sure he enjoys it. But 
he never shows it. He’s always on time, 
well prepared and works late into the 
night if necessary. Moreover, he is a 
friend to everyone on the set, and never 
forgets a name.

THE NAME'S THE SAME? 


The name ‘Elvis’ is fairly unusual. Send an item to your paper 
announcing that anyone with that name will be your guest of 
honor on opening day—eat a good lunch or dinner at your 


expense beforehand, and then come in to see the picture. 
Send the same announcement to high school and college 


papers in the area. 


"PRESLEY" PARTY 


Tie in with a local radio station on sponsorship of a ‘‘Presley 
Party,"’ to be held at the theatre before show time. One of the 
station’s prominent disc jockeys would be on hand to play 
Presley recordings on a turn-table, meet Presley fans, answer 
questions about pop music, give away Presley photos, The 
station should, of course, give the event substantial advance 
publicity on the air. 


MUSICAL ADVERTISEMENT 


You might arrange for a small musical group to perform on a 
flat-bed truck that slowly moves around town. Signs would 
herald your show. Or a single fellow or girl playing a guitar, 
saxophone, etc., could perform in the same function from a 
bannered convertible. This is always an effective way of mak- 
ing sidewalk crowds stop and look, and there should be ex- 
cellent pay-off. 


GIRLS BRING THEIR 
GRANDMOTHERS 


Here’s a stunt you want to aim for press, radio and television 
attention! Announce that you want to introduce Presley to 
some of the older generation who have heard about the star 
but never seen him. For one show, admit as theatre guests girls 
and grandmothers who come together. 


Bees 


Elvis Presley is one of RCA Victor's top recording artists, and 
music dealers know that any new Presley single sings a song of 
dollars at the cash register and radio time. Work with dealers 
and other record outlets on displays geared to ‘‘STAY AWAY, 
JOE.”’ This potentially smash best seller is invaluable in drumming 
up excitement for your local engagement. 


START SPREADING THE WORD: 


Mi CONTACT your RCA Victor Record distributor and initiate 
your town’s ‘‘See-the-film; hear the music, campaign” with the 
co-operative advertising and publicity announcements. 


MI DISTRIBUTE copies of the records to your area media per- 
sonalities, make sure your town's juke box suppliers are using 
the STAY AWAY, JOE music in their machines. 


PLAY the soundtrack over your theatre’s public address 
system during intermission; promote a quantity for an open- 
ing-day give-away promotion. 


Some of the oldsters who attend and get their first exposure 
to the Presley charm and pop music should make excellent 
photo and interview material. Be sure to alert papers and a 
radio-television in advance so that they can plan to cover. 
Photo possibilities are numerous: a group of white haired

RADIO CONTESTS 
PRESLEY PICTURES... 


STAY AWAY JOE is Elvis Presley's 27th film. By playing a famous or a title song from 
past films, radio listeners can be asked to call or write in answers to question about 
the title of the film, Presley’s co-stars, and other details. 


PRESLEY DOUBLES... 


For a switch on the look-alike contests, try a sound-alike contest. Many of today’s 
singers sound like Presley—try a contest to see if listeners can tell them apart. Or, have 
listeners call in to sing a Presley song they know, to see who in your town sounds most 
like Elvis. 


PRESLEY GOLD... 


Forty-four of Presley’s recordings have been ‘‘Gold’’—records having sold at least a 
million apiece. Using the ‘‘Elvis Presley's Gold Hits’’ album from RCA-Victor, listeners 
can be asked to identify the gold records from a snatch of the whole record. Or, 
listeners can be played a mixture of over and under-a-million-seller records, being 
asked to identify the gold records from the group. 


TITLE SCRAMBLE... 


Since Elvis has been in twenty-seven movies, a gimmicky idea for a radio contest 
would be to scramble the names of his attractions for the listeners to decipher. The 
scramble could be on a 45 second tape. An example of this would be . . . TENDER 
ys PROMS PAS. A OMIGE:. o. SAPPY... ROCK town me 
Tender,’’ ‘‘Double Trouble,” ‘‘Viva Las Vegas,’ “Girl Happy,’ ‘Jailhouse Rock’’). 
Albums and guest tickets to ‘Stay Away, Joe’’ could be awarded to the postcards 
with the most correct titles. @

Invite girls to submit for judging 
snapshots of their boy friends 
“wearing the expression that 
most reminds me of Elvis Pres- 
ley."’ Photos can be deposited in 
a box in your theatre lobby after 
each girl has written her name 
and address on the back of the 
snapshot she submits. A pair of 
guest tickets are awarded to ten 
winners. Have your lobby sign 
advertising the contest, state that 
no snapshots can be returned— 
this is to prevent any situation 
arising from lost submissions. 


If your local paper is promotion 
minded, it might want to carry 
some of the different photos 
daily as a ‘‘teen”’ feature. Retail 
stores selling film could cross- 
plug the contest in their windows.
